Applicants herewith submit six (6) new drawing sheets containing Figures 4D-4Z, 6C 
and 7A.

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REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 are pending in this application. After claims amendments, additions and 
cancellations herein, claims 18-20 will be pending. 

In the Office Action dated July 18, 2005, the Examiner stated that claims 1-9 and 21 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected specie, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Accordingly, Applicants have herein canceled claims 1-9 and 21. 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings because the check valve (reference number 
16) referred to at on page 7, line 8 does not appear in the drawings, because the method steps 
recited in claims 15-20 are not supported by any of the drawings, and because reference number 
19 is used to designate both axles and nozzles. In response, Applicants herewith submit six (6) 
new drawings containing new Figures 4D-4Z, 6C and 7A, which illustrate the steps of the 
methods claims in claims 15-20 and wherein the errors in reference numbers have been 
corrected. Applicants have also amended the specification to correct certain errors therein and to 
provide description for the new Figures 4D-4Z, 6C and 7A that illustrate the steps of the method 
claims 15-20. Applicants believe that none of these amendments constitute the addition of new 
matter and respectfiiUy request that these objections be withdravm. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 15-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the 
invention, due to numerous errors in claims 15 and 18-20, as set forth on pages 4-6 of the Office 
Action. In response, Applicants have canceled claim 15 and have corrected these errors in 
claims 18-20, and Applicants now request that these rejections be withdrawn. 

The Examiner rejected claims 10, 13 and 15-16 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,244,316 (Naedler). The Examiner also rejected claims 10, 13- 
17 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,325,124 (Colussi et 
al.) in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,287,906 (Stech), and claims 11-12 as being unpatentable over 
Naedler in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,105,645 (Ingram) and as being unpatentable over Colussi et 
al. and Stech in view of Ingram. In response. Applicants have canceled claims 10, 13 and 15-16. 
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However, the Examiner stated that claims 18-20 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. Applicants thank 
the Examiner for this indication of allowable subject matter. In response, Applicants have 
amended claims 1 8-20 by incorporating the limitations of independent claim 1 5, such that now 
independent amended claims 18-20 are all allowable. Applicants request that the Examiner 
withdraw his rejections of these claims. 



Reconsideration of the present application, as amended, is requested. If, upon review, 
the Examiner is unable to issue an immediate Notice of Allowance, the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to telephone Applicant's undersigned attorney in order to resolve any outstanding 
issues and advance the prosecution of the case. 

An early and favorable action on the merits is earnestly solicited.
